Beall's restaurant. which in reality 
is only four covered counters, the 
patrons sitting on stools on the out- 
side of the enclusure, is between 
the garages and the paddock gate 
onto the track, and many a driver, 
who haa been working for hours on 
his car halts long enough to get a 
sandwich which he munches on the 
firat few warming up laps before his 
car is going rapidly enough to com- 
mand the attention of both of his 
hauds. 

Picks Many Winners 

Tom predicted the winners of five 
successive races on deductions based 
on the appetites of the drivers before
